Writer, Director, Producer. 

Those are the three hats worn by 
Melvin Frank, the producer of “A 
Funny Thing Happened On The 
Way To The Forum,” which opens 
at the Theatre 
in Color by DeLuxe and under 
United Artists release. 

Starting as a writer, Frank moved 
into directing as a natural exten- 
sion of his talent for communica- 
tions. From that base he moved into 
the role of producer in order to 
give his other talents more room in 
which to maneuver. Winging it 
alone today as writer and producer 
of “Funny Thing,” which is the 
screen version of the great Harold 
S. Prince Tony-winning stage pro- 
duction and stars Zero Mostel, Phil 
Silvers, Jack Gilford and Buster 
Keaton, Frank was for years associ- 
ated with Norman Panama, whom 
he met in college. 

Frank, who was born in Chicago 
on August 13, 1913, started writing 
in college and after discovering 
that he was good at it switched from 
a career in engineering. He and 
Panama wrote their first piece to- 
gether as a play, but it wound up 
as a sketch on a Bob Hope radio 
show in 1938. When Hope went 
into movies, Frank went along and

Frank and his partner often 
swapped roles, changing from writ- 
ing to directing or producing with 
equal ease. Today, Frank believes 
that the majority of new talent in 
the movie business will come from 
the ranks of TV directors. But he 
advises writers, if they have the 
ability for verbal communication, 
to become directors as well, as they 
know better than anyone what the 
words mean and can help actors to 
find their true meanings. 

When he and Panama recently 
decided to go their separate ways 
in the film world, Frank turned to 
comedy, an area he is most familiar 
with, and created “Strange Bed- 
fellows,” a picture starring Rock 
Hudson and Gina Lollobrigida.

Frank and his family have made 
their home in London during recent 
years, but his production company 
maintains offices in Hollywood as 
well. His wife is the former radio 
writer, Anne Ray, and their chil- 
dren are Elizabeth (born 1945), 
Andrew (1946), and James (1949).
